The road is said tc 
have lost at least NO, 000 by the Job, 
and the detectives have been put tc 
work to And the guilty parties.

There has been an MorttMM increase 
in the imports of certain articles of con- 
sumption from the United States into 
the port of Havana daring the calendar 
year 185*2, and a large decree in the 
imports of the same articles coming 
from Ktirope is evidenced by a semi-offi- 
cial statement received at the Bureau of 
the American Republics. Hurlug the 
year 1892, 22«.(>»s7 hags of corn were re 
ceived in Havana from the United Stat**, 
and In 1881 76,061 bags £4,382 barrel* 
of beans in 1888 and o.trji > hi iflQl; 8,968 
packages tad IJMtl iinintal* of lieef in 
1802. as against 648 package* in 1881; 
representing the total imports of the 
three articles named, there being no Im- 
portations of them from Boron*. In 
1891 37.4W bags of Hour were sent from 
the Dotted States to Cuba, while in 1888 
the trade In tlnur Increased to 891 
bags, a gain of 351. 108 bags. Europe 
(principally Spain; sent to Cab* in 1891 
262,491 bags of flour and in 1898 only 
8,685 bags, a decrease of 868306 bag*. 
Before the commercial arrangement 
with Cuba went into effect, the mer- 
chants of the United States found it ad- 
vantageous to eiport most of the small 
quantity of flour sent to Cuba by way of 
Spain to avail themselves of the dis- 
criminating Tariff with the Island in 
favor of the mother country, but since 
the arrangement the triangular courne 
has been done away with, and the mer- 
chants have been enabled to not only 
make a saving in the cost of transporta- 
tion, but to materially increase their 
trade. These are only a few of a long 
lift of articles of which there has been 
an increased importation during the 
year just cloaed iu favor of the mer- 
chants of the United State*.
